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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

Within  this  annual  report,  you  will  find  information 
concerning  the  Town's  1992  activities  and  operations  and  the 
challenges  faced  in  1993.  The  challenges  have  increased  through 
the  1980's  and  intensified  in  the  1990's  as  available  federal  and 
state  resources  have  declined.   Local  governments  have  been  asked, 
or  required,  to  do  more. 

The  1993  Annual  Town  Budget  continues  many  programs  to  better 
prepare  our  Town  for  its  future.  Some  of  the  programs  included  in 
this  budget  are: 

♦Reclamation  of  the  Matthews  Road.   A  larger  contribution  to 
the  capital  reserve  fund  is  requested.   It  is  hoped  that  funding 
will  be  completed  and  the  road  reclamation  will  take  place  in  1994. 

♦Town  Bridges.   Work  is  proceeding  on  the  Thompson  Bridge  and 
the  budget  requests  funding  for  the  first  interest  payment  on  its 
bond.   In  1994,  the  first  principal  payment  will  be  due.  The 
budget  also  requests  an  appropriation  to  the  covered  bridge  capital 
reserve  fund  and  withdrawal  of  funds  to  replace  the  decking  on  the 
Cresson  Bridge.   Other  bridges,  such  as  the  Christian  Hill  Road 
Bridge  (over  the  railroad  bed  in  West  Swanzey),  are  expected  to 
require  the  town's  attention  in  a  few  years.   A  major  goal  of  the 
board  is  the  development  of  a  preventive  maintenance  plan  which 
will  allow  the  needs  of  the  town's  bridges  to  be  addressed  in  a 
timely  manner. 

♦Improvements  to  the  Town's  Public  Safety  and  other  municipal 
facilities,   Requests  for  the  fire  station  fund  and  the 
establishment  of  a  police  station  capital  reserve  fund  are 
included.  A  new  handicapped  ramp,  accessible  bathrooms  and  a 
storage  area  were  added  at  Town  Hall  in  1992  and  funding  in  1993  is 
requested  for  construction  of  a  parking  lot  to  the  rear  of  Town 
Hall  on  land  which  we  hope  to  obtain  from  the  School  District. 
Included  also  are  plans  to  improve  the  existing  parking  facilities 
in  front  of  Town  Hall.  These  parking  improvements  will  result  in 
greater  safety  and  convenience  for  the  public. 

♦Continuing  expansion  of  the  town's  existing  cemeteries. 
Funds  are  requested  to  complete  expansion  of  the  burial  area  at  the 
Westport  Cemetery  which  began  in  1990.   It  is  also  anticipated  that 
preliminary  work  will  begin  to  expand  the  Mountainview  Cemetery. 

The  worksheets  detailing  the  Town's  budget  reflect  adjustments 
to  several  1992  appropriations.  The  adjustments  were  done  to  allow 
a  comparison  by  voters  of  1992  appropriations,  expenditures  and 
1993  requests.  The  most  significant  is  in  the  area  of  Cemeteries, 
Park  Maintenance  and  Recreation.   In  1993,  maintenance 
responsibilities  for  the  Town's  recreational  facilities  will  be 


assumed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works.   It  is  expected  that 
this  will  result  in  greater  efficiency,  savings  and  a  reduction  of 
costly  duplicate  grounds  maintenance  equipment. 

Ambulance  service  options  are  continuing  to  be  reviewed  in  the 
hopes  of  reducing  the  cost  to  the  taxpayers.   We  are  working  with 
the  City  of  Keene,  our  current  provider,  to  revise  the  existing 
agreement  which  has  remained  unchanged  since  1977.   A  private 
vendor  has  also  made  a  proposal.   Once  negotiations  are  complete 
with  the  City,  it  will  be  possible  to  determine  which  proposal  is 
better  for  the  Town.   It  should  be  stressed  that  cost  is  not  the 
only  consideration  when  reviewing  proposals  for  ambulance  service. 
Emergency  service  must  remain  as  good  or  better  than  that  which  is 
currently  provided. 

Litigation  has  been  filed  against  the  Town  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  and  City  of  Keene  as  a  result  of  the  February  18,  1992 
Special  Town  Meeting's  repeal  of  airport  zoning.   We  anticipate 
trial  no  sooner  than  the  fall  of  1993.   Included  in  the  1993  Town 
Meeting  Warrant  is  an  airport  zoning  ordinance  proposed  by  petition 
which,  if  adopted,  may  possibly  satisfy  the  state's  requirement 
that  the  Town  have  an  ordinance.   It  is  unknown  what  impact  passage 
or  non-passage  may  have  on  current  litigation. 

The  quality  of  our  town's  government  is  dependent  on  the 
participation  of  our  citizens.  As  Selectmen,  we  continue  to  serve 
YOU  and  encourage  YOUR  participation  by  attending  meetings  and 
hearings,  serving  on  boards  and  committees,  and  also  as  volunteers. 
We  extend  our  thanks  to  those  of  "YOU"  who  have  participated  in 
1992  making  Swanzey  a  better  place  to  live. 


RESULTS  OF  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 

TOWN  OF  SWANZEY 
STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

The  Town  of  Swanzey  met  for  a  Special  Town  Meeting  called 
pureuant  to  RSA  39:3  on  Tuesday,  the  eighteenth  day  of 
February,  1992  to  vote  fay  ballot  on  the  following  amendment 
to  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  during  the  hours  of  10:00 
a.m.  to  7:00  p.m.  at  the  locations  listed  below: 

Ward  of  West  Swanzey  -  V.F.W.  Post  2616 
Ward  of  Swanzey  Center  -  Town  Hall 
Ward  of  East  Swanzey  -  East  Swanzey  Community  House 
Ward  of  North  Swanzey  -  Dillant-Hopkins  Airport  Terminal 
Building 

Article  1:  To  vote  by  ballot  on  the  following  amendment 
proposed  by  the  Selectmen  of  Swanzey  for  the  Town  Zoning 
Ordinance : 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  #1  as 
proposed  by  the  Selectmen  for  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance, 
as  follows: 

To  repeal  Section  VII  of  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance 
entitled  "Airport  Zoning". 

Comment:   This  amendment  is  placed  on  the  warrant 
without  Planning  Board  approval.   The  Planning  Board  feels 
that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town  to  keep  control 
of  the  airport  at  the  local  level. 

Second  Comment:   The  section  of  the  Swanzey  Zoning 
Ordinance  which  would  be  repealed  by  the  adoption  of 
Amendment  #1  presently  reads  as  follows: 

SECTION  VII 
AIRPORT  ZONING 

A.  PURPOSE 

An  amendment  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  regulating  and 
restricting  the  height  of  structures  and  objects  of  natural 
growth  and  otherwise  regulating  the  use  of  the  property  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Dillant  Hopkins  Airport  by  creating 
airport  approach  zones  and  other  restricted  area  and 
establishing  the  boundaries  thereof. 

B.  DEFINITIONS 

1.   Airport  -  means  any  area  of  land  or  water,  whether 
constructed  or  not,  which  has  been  approved  by  the  Director 
of  Aeronautics  as  a  site  of  the  landing  and  taking  off  of 


aircraft  or  utilized  or  to  be  utilized  by  the  public  ae  a 
point  of  arrival  or  departure  by  air. 

2.  Approach  Zone  -  means  the  approach  area  to  the 
runway  and  landing  strip  having  dimensions  ae  hereinafter 
described  in  Sections  VII,  b  and  VI.  C  and  the  center  line  of 
which  coincides  with  the  center  line  ol  the  runway  and 
landing  strip  extended.   The  dimensions  ol  the  landing  strips 
at  the  Dillant-Hokins  Airport  are: 

a.  Runway  2-20,  instrument  runway  6,500'  by  150'; 
landing  strip  6,900'  by  1,000'. 

b.  Runway  14-32,  5,500'  by  150';  landing  strip 
5,900'  by  500'. 

3.  Airport  Hazard  -  means  any  structure,  tree,  smoke, 
steam,  dust  or  other  substance  which  obstructs  the  aerial 
approaches  of  public  owned  airport  or  impairs  the  reasonable 
visibility  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  electrical  impulses  and 
disturbances  which  interfere  with  radio  aids  or 
communications  and  lights  which  might  result  in  glare  in 
vision  of  pilots  or  aircraft  or  be  confused  with  airport 
lights. 

4.  Nonconforming  Use  -  means  any  structure,  tree,  or 
use  of  land  which  does  not  conform  to  a  regulation  prescribed 
in  this  ordinance  or  any  amendment  thereto  as  of  the 
effective  date  of  such  regulations. 

5.  Person  -  means  any  individual,  firm,  co-partnership, 
corporation,  company,  association,  joint  stock  association  or 
body  politic,  and  includes  any  trustee,  receiver,  assigned, 
or  other  similar  representative  thereof. 

6.  Structure  -  means  any  object  constructed  or 
installed  by  man,  including  such  objects  although  regulated 
or  licensed  by  other  provisions  of  law. 

7.  Tree  -  means  any  object  of  natural  growth. 

C.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  all 
of  the  land  within  the  boundaries  of  the  approach  areas  as 
described  in  Section  VII,  D  as  shown  on  the  Dillant  Hopkins 
Approach  Plan  dated  November  16,  1961,  which  is  attached 
hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof,  is  hereby  declared  subject  to 
the  restrictions  of  this  Ordinance. 

D.  Height 

1.   Height  Limits:   No  structure  or  tree  which  shall  be 
an  "Airport  Hazard"  as  described  in  Section  VII,  B,  3  shall 
be  erected,  altered,  or  allowed  to  grow  within  the  areas 
described  in  Section  VI,  C   hereof,  to  wit: 

a.  In  the  approach  areas  to  runway  2-20  which  are 
1,000'  wide  at  a  point  200'  from  the  end  ol  the  pavement  and 
4,000'  wide  at  10,200'  from  the  end  of  the  pavement,  above 
an  inclined  plane  of  50:1  slope  and  for  an  additional 
40,000'  at  which  point  It  is  16,000'  wide,  above  an  incline 
plane  of  a  40:1  slope. 

b.  In  the  approach  areas  to  runway  14-32  which  are 


500'  wide  at  a  point  200'  from  the  end  of  the  pavement  and 
2,500'  wide  a  point  10,200'  from  the  end  oi  the  pavement, 
above  an  inclined  plane  of  40:1  slope. 

c.  637'  above  sea  level  within  the  horizontal 
surface,  which  is  a  plane  150'  above  the  established  airport 
elevations.   This  plane  is  an  ellipse  formed  by  connecting 
the  ends  of  two  semicircles  having  a  radii  of  10,000'  from 
points  located  200'  beyond  the  ends  of  pavement  on  centerline 
extended  at  each  end  of  runway  2-20. 

d.  On  the  sides  of  the  landing  stripe  and  approach 
areas,  above  an  inclined  plan  of  7:1  slope. 

e.  Within  the  conical  surface,  which  is  an  inclined 
plane  sloping  upward  at  a  20:1  ratio  extending  4,000'  outward 
from  the  horizontal  surface. 

2.   Height  Permitted:   No  provision  of  Section  VII,  D,  1 
shall  limit  the  height  of  a  structure  or  tree  to  less  than 
30'  above  ground  upon  which  it  is  located. 

E.  USE  RESTRICTIONS 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  the  Zoning 
Ordinance,  no  use  may  be  made  of  the  land  described  in 
Section  VII,  C   hereof  in  such  a  manner  as  to  create 
electrical  interference  with  radio  aids  or  communications 
between  the  airport  and  aircraft,  make  it  difficult  for 
fliers  to  distinguish  between  airport  lights  and  others, 
result  in  glare  in  the  eyes  of  the  fliers  using  the  airport, 
impair  visibility  in  the  vicinity  of  the  airport  by  the 
creation  and  discharge  of  smoke,  steam,  just  or  other 
obstructions  to  visibility  or  otherwise  endanger  the  landing, 
taking  off  or  maneuvering  of  aircraft. 

F.  NONCONFORMING  USES 

The  regulation  prescribed  in  Section  VII,  D  &  VII,  C  of 
this  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  to  require  the  removal, 
lowering  or  other  change  or  alteration  of  any  structure  or 
tree  not  conforming  to  the  regulation  as  of  the  effective 
date  hereon,  or  otherwise  interfere  with  the  continuance  of 
any  nonconforming  use.   Nothing  herein  contained  shall 
require  any  change  in  construction  alteration,  or  intended 
use  of  any  structure   the  construction  or  alteration  of  which 
was  begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  and 
is  diligently  prosecuted  and  completed  within  two  years 
thereof. 

G.  VARIANCES 

A  person  desiring  to  erect  any  structure  or  increase  the 
height  of  any  structure,  or  permit  the  growth  of  any  tree,  or 
use  his  property,  not  in  accordance  with  the  regulations 
prescribed  in  this  ordinance,  may  apply  to  the  Zoning  Board 
of  Adjustment  for  a  variance  herefrom  and  any  person 
dissatisfied  with  the  denial  of  a  permit  by  the  Airport 
Manager  as  provided  in  Sections  VII,  H,  1  and  VII,  H,  2  may 
appeal  to  said  Board  of  Adjustment  for  a  variance  and  the 
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issuance  of  a  permit.   Such  variance  or  permits  shall  be 
allowed  where  a  literal  application  or  eniorcernent  of  the 
regulations  would  result  in  practical  diliiculty  or 
unnecessary  hardship  and  the  relief  granted  woula  not  be 
contrary  to  the  public  interest  but  do  substantial  justice 
and  be  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  this  ordinance. 
H.   PERMITS 

1.  Future  uses.   No  material  change  in  violation  of 
Section  VII,  D,  and  VII,  E  hereoi  shall  be  made  In  the  use  oi 
land  and  no  structure  or  tree  shall  be  erected,  altered, 
planted  or  otherwise  established  m  violation  of  Section  VII, 
C  hereof  unless  a  permit  therefor  shall  have  been  applied  for 
and  granted  by  the  Airport  Manager.   Such  application  shall 
indicate  the  purpose  for  which  the  permit  is  desired  with 
sufficient  particularity  to  permit  it  to  be  determined 
whether  the  resulting  use,  structure,  or  tree  would  conform 
to  the  regulation  herein  prescribed.   If  such  a  determination 
is  in  the  affirmative,  the  permit  applied  for  shall  be 
granted. 

2.  Existing  uses.   Before  any  existing  use,  structure  or 
tree  may  be  replaced,  substantially  altered,  repaired,  or 
rebuilt,  allowed  to  grow  higher,  or  replanted,  so  as  to  be  an 
"Airport  Hazard"  as  herein  defined,  within  any  of  the  areas 
of  land  described  in  Section  VII,  C  hereoi,  a  permit  must  be 
secured  from  the  Airport  Manager  authorizing  such 
replacement,  change  or  repair  if  it  is  in  violation  of 
Section  VII,  D  and  VII,  E  hereof.   No  permit  shall  be  granted 
that  would  allow  the  establishment  or  creation  oi  a  "Airport 
Hazard"  or  permit  a  non-conforming  use,  structure  or  tree  to 
be  made  or  become  higher,  or  become  a  greater  hazard  to  air 
navigation,  than  it  was  of  the  effective  date  of  the 
ordinance  or  than  it  is  when  the  application  for  a  permit  for 
replacement,  change,  repair  of  existing  use,  structure,  or 
tree  shall  be  granted. 

I.   HAZARD  MARKING  AND  LIGHTING 

Any  permit  or  variance  granted  under  Section  VII,  G  or 
VII,  H  may,  if  such  action  is  deemed  advisable  to  efiectuate 
the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  and  reasonable  in  the 
circumstances,  be  so  conditioned  as  to  require  the  owner  of 
the  structure  or  tree  in  question  to  permit  the  City  of  Keene 
at  its  own  expense,  as  may  be  necessary  to  indicate  to  the 
fliers  the  presence  of  an  "Airport  Hazard. "  If  such  a 
variance  of  permit  is  denied,  such  denial  may  be  so 
conditioned  as  to  require  the  owner  to  permit  the  City  of 
Keene,  at  its  own  expense,  to  remove  the  structure  or  tree  in 
question  after  first  paying  reasonable  compensation  to  saia 
owner  for  such  structure  or  tree. 
J.   SEVERABILITY 

If  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  amendment  or  the 
application  thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstances  is  held 
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invalid,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect  the  provisions  or 

applications  of  this  amendment  which  can  be  given  eiiect 

without  the  invalid  provisions  or  application,  and  to  this 

end  the  provisions  of  this  amendment  are  declared  to  be 

severable. 

K.  ENFORCEMENT  AND  REMEDIES 

Each  violation  of  these  regulations  shall  constitute  a 
misdemeanor  and  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  twenty  dollars  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  sixty 
days  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  and  each  day  the 
violation  continues  to  exist  shall  constitute  a  separate 
offense.   In  addition,  the  Town  of  Swanzey  or  the  New 
Hampshire  Director  of  Aeronautics  may  institute  in  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  an  action  to  prevent,  restrain, 
correct  or  abate  any  violation  of  these  regulations,  or  oi 
any  order  or  ruling  made  in  connection  with  their 
administration  or  enforcement  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  RSA  424:9. 
L.  ZONE  MAP 

A  copy  of  said  airport  approach  map  shall  become  a  part 
of  the  2oning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Swanzey. 

The  results  of  this  voting  were  as  follows: 

The  Town  of  Swanzey  voted  in  favor  of  repealing  Section  VII 
of  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  entitled  "Airport  Zoning".

The  total  sign  face  area  of  the  freestanding  sign  and  all  secondary 
signs  attached  thereto  in  the  aggregate  shall  not  exceed  one  square 
foot  per  three  linear  feet  of  street  frontage  where  the  sign  is 
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located.  One  secondary  sign  attached  to  a  freestanding  sign  shall 
be  permitted  for  each  business  on  the  lot.  Nothing  other  than  the 
name  and  the  nature  of  the  business  shall  be  shown  on  each 
secondary  sign.  The  sign  face  area  of  each  secondary  sign  shall 
not  exceed  20  square  feet. 

(2)  Attached  signs.  In  addition  to  the  free- 
standing sign  with  attached  secondary  signs,  one  sign  for  each 
business  on  any  lot  shall  be  0ermitted  provided  it  is  permanently 
and  securely  attached  to  the  primary  business  building.  The  total 
sign  face  area  of  signs  attached  to  the  primary  business  building 
in  the  aggregate  shall  not  exceed  one  square  foot  for  each  linear 
foot  of  width  of  the  front  of  the  building. 

(3)  Location.  No  freestanding  sign  shall  be 
erected  within  20  feet  from  any  boundary  line  and  all  such  signs 
shall  be  placed  so  as  not  to  obstruct  the  view  of  traffic. 

(4)  Content.  The  sign  face  of  all  business  signs 
shall  advertise  only  businesses  conducted  on  the  premises  where  the 
sign  is  located. 

(5)  Off-premises  signs  may  be  permitted  at  the 
entrances  to  commercial  areas  or  residential  developments  by 
special  exception  from  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  and  if 
approved  by  the  Planning  Board  through  the  site  plan  review 
process. 

(6)  Lighting.  No  light  shall  be  used  to  illuminate 
any  sign  except  steady  white  light.  Sign  lighting  shall  be 
installed  and  arranged  so  as  not  to  reflect  or  cause  glare  upon 
abutting  residential  land  or  highways  or  roads. 

(7)  Double  faced  signs  or  corner  signs  are 
permitted  provided  they  comply  with  these  regulations.  Signs  with 
3  or  more  faces  are  prohibited. 

(8)  Temporary  and/or  portable  signs  advertising 
businesses  on  the  premises  shall  be  permitted  for  a  period  of  two 
weeks;  thereafter  such  signs  shall  be  prohibited  unless  they  comply 
with  these  regulations. 

(9)  The  following  temporary  individual  signs  shall 
not  require  a  sign  permit: 

a.  Agricultural  signs  -Advertising  for  the 
sale  of  agricultural  produce  raised  on  the  premises.

d.  Construction  signs  erected  in  connection 
with  any  land  development  shall  be  removed  within  21  days  after  the 
last  structure  is  completed. 

e.  Political  signs.  Advertising  for 
political  parties  or  candidates  must  comply  with  RSA  664:17,  as 
amended. 

f.  Real  Estate  signs  -  On-site  signs 
advertising  the  sale  or  rental  of  residential  or  commercial 
property. 

g.  All  signs  required  by  law,  municipal 
signs,  governmental  flags  and  directory  signs  of  less  than  2  square 
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feet  which  serve  to  indicate  the  name  and  address  of  a  person  or  to 
denote  an  entrance  or  exit,  parking  requirement  or  traffic 
direction. 

(10)  The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  may,  by 
special  exception  in  appropriate  cases,  permit  signs  that  do  not 
comply  with  these  regulations,  if  the  sign  has  received  approval 
from  the  Planning  Board  under  the  site  plan  review  process  and 
meets  other  requirements  of  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance. 

(11)  This  section  does  not  apply  to  signs  legally 
existing  as  of  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance.

e.  Secondary  sign  -  any  sign  attached  to  a 
freestanding  sign. 

f.  Off-premises  sign  -  a  sign  which  pertains 
to  a  business  industry  or  activity  which  is  not  located  on  the 
premises  upon  which  the  sign  is  displayed. 

g.  Sign  face  -  that  portion  of  the  sign  that 
contains  wording  and/or  designs  which  convey  a  message  or  attact 
attention. 

h.  Sign  face  area  -  The  area  of  sign  faces 
enclosed  in  frames  or  cabinets  is  determined  by  measuring  the  outer 
dimensions  of  the  frame  or  cabinet  surrounding  the  sign  face.  Sign 
face  area  does  not  include  foundations,  supports  or  other  essential 
structures  which  do  not  serve  as  a  backdrop  or  border  to  the  sign. 
Only  one  side  of  a  double  faced  sign  is  counted.  When  signs  are 
constructed  of  individual  pieces  attached  to  a  building  wall,  the 
sign  face  area  is  determined  by  a  perimeter  drawn  around  all  the 
pieces.

No  man  made  buildings  or  structures  shall  be 
built,  placed,  or  erected  within  125  feet  of  the 
high  water  line  of  a  lake  or  pond.   Structures 
existing  within  125  feet  of  the  high  water  line 
upon  adoption  of  this  amendment  (non-conforming 
uses)  may  be  repaired,  improved,  or  expanded 
provided  they  receive  a  Special  Exception  from  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  and  provided  they  do  not  extend 
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any  closer  to  the  high  water  line  than  the  existing 
structure.   Piers,  docks,  and  boathouses,  (not  for 
residential  occupancy)  may  be  permitted  within  125 
feet  of  the  high  water  line.

AIRPORT  ZONING  ORDINANCE 

A .  PURPOSE: 

1.  An  amendment  to  the  Swanzey  Zoning 
Ordinance  regulating  and  restricting  the  height  of 
structures  and  objects  of  natural  growth  and 
otherwise  regulating  the  use  of  property  on  and  in 
the  vicinity  of  airport(s)  by  creating  and 
protecting  airport  approach  zones  and  other 
restricted  areas  and  establishing  the  boundaries 
thereof . 

2.  All  persons  affected  by  this  section  are 
expected  to  comply  with  all  Town  of  Swanzey 
application  processes,  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  Swanzey  Site  Plan  Review.   All  federal  and/or 
local  permits,  waivers,  inspection  reports,  leases, 
etc,  shall  be  attached  to  any  and  all 
applications/requests  for  permits,  site  plans, 
variances  and/or  special  exceptions  under  sections 
F  and  G  hereof  before  any  action  on  said 
application/request  is  taken.   Evidence  of 
compliance  with  the  above  is  mandatory. 

3.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this 
Ordinance,  all  of  the  land  within  the  boundaries  of 
the  Approach  areas  as  described  in  section  C  as 
shown  on  the  Airport  Layout  Plan  dated  February, 
1990,  and  modified  per  this  ordinance,  which  is 
attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof,  is  hereby 
declared  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance. 

B.  DEFINITIONS: 

1.  Ai  rport  -  means  any  area  of  land  or  water, 
whether  constructed  or  not,  which  has  been  approved 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Transportation  as  a  site  of 
the  landing  and  taking  off  of  aircraft  or  utilized 
or  to  be  utilized  by  the  public  as  a  point  of 
arrival  or  departure  by  air. 

2.  Ai  rport  Owner   -  means  the  City  of  Keene  or 
its  successor(s) ,  as  there  is  only  one  airport  at 
this  adoption. 
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3.  Approach  Zone  -  means  the  approach  area  to 
the  runway  and  landing  strip  the  centerl ine  of 
which  coincides  with  the  centerl ine  of  the  runway 
and  landing  strip  extended.   Departure  criteria 
shall  be  the  same  as  the  approach  zone.   Distances 
and  other  specific  criteria  for  each  approved 
landing  area  are  set  in  approach  plans  prepared  and 
written  and  duly  approved  in  accordance  with  RSA 
424:3. 

a.  The  dimensions  of  the  runways  and 
landing  strips  at  Di 1 1 ant-Hopki ns  are: 

(1)  Runway  02-20,  instrument  runway 
6,200'  by  100';  landing  strip  6,600'  by  1,000'. 

(2)  Runway  14-32,  4,000'  by  150'; 
landing  strip  4,400'  by  250'.   (This  runway  has  a 
displaced  threshold). 

b.  Reserve  for  future  landing  areas. 

4.  Ai  rport  Hazard  -  means  any  structure,  tree, 
smoke,  steam,  dust  or  other  substance  which 
obstructs  the  aerial  approaches  of  a  publicly  or 
privately  owned  airport  open  to  the  public  or 
impairs  the  reasonable  visibility  on  or  in  the 
vicinity  thereof,  electrical  impulses  and 
disturbances  which  interfere  with  radio  aids  or 
communications  and  lights  which  might  impair  the 
vision  of  pilots  or  aircraft  or  be  confused  with 

ai  rport  1 i  ghts. 

5.  Airport  Restricted  Area  -  for  the  purpose 
of  this  ordinance  means  the  area  of  land  which  lies 
between  airport  property  lines  as  delineated  on  the 
Airport  Layout  Map  made  a  part  hereof  and  attached 
hereto  as  Map  M-1 . 

6.  Avi  gation  ri  ghts  -  for  the  purposes  of  this 
ordinance  means  an  easement  given  for  a  fee  to  the 
airport  owner  to  permit  its  agents  or  assigns  to 
enter  private  property  to  make  modifications  to 
demonstrated  obstructions. 

7-   Nonconf  ormi  ng  Use  -  means  any  structure, 
tree,  or  use  of  land  which  does  not  conform  to  a 
regulation  prescribed  in  this  section  or  any 
amendment  thereto  as  of  the  effective  date  of  such 
regulations. 

8.  Person  -  means  any  individual,  firm,  co- 
partnership, corporation,  company,  association, 
joint  stock  association  or  body  politic,  and 
includes  any  trustee,  receiver,  assigned,  or  other 
similar  representative  thereof. 

9.  Potenti  al  Obstruction  Zone  -  means  starting 
at  a  point  where  the  extended  centerl ine  of  Runway 
02-20  intersects  the  Swanzey-Keene  boundary  to  a 
point  20,000'  southerly  and  5,000'  on  either  side 
of  the  extended  center  line  of  Runway  02-20  within 
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the  boundaries  of  Swanzey. 

10.  Structure  -  means  any  object  constructed 
or  installed  by  man,  including  such  objects 
although  regulated  or  licensed  by  other  provisions 
of  1  aw . 

11.  Tree  -  means  any  object  of  natural  growth. 

C.   HEIGHT: 

1.  Height  Limits:   No  structure  or  tree  which 
shall  be  erected,  altered,  or  allowed  to  grow 
within  the  areas  described  in  section  A-3,  hereof, 
to  wit: 

a.  Di 1 lant-Hopkins  Airport 

(1)  In  the  approach  and  departure  areas 
to  runway  2-20  which  are  1,000'  wide  at  a  point 
200'  from  the  end  of  the  pavement  and  4,000'  wide 
at  10,200'  from  the  end  of  pavement,  above  an 
inclined  plane  of  20:1  slope  and  for  an  additional 
+\-  15,300'  at  which  point  it  is  +\-  8600'  wide, 
above  an  inclined  plane  of  a  20:1  slope.   (This 
point  representing  the  extent  of  the  Town  of 
Swanzey's  jurisdiction.) 

(2)  In  the  approach  and  departure  areas 
to  runway  14-32  which  are  500'  wide  at  a  point  200' 
from  the  end  of  the  pavement  and  2,500'  wide  a 
point  of  10,200'  from  the  end  of  the  pavement  on 
the  east  end  of  the  runway  and  +\~1060'  wide  a 
point  +\-  3000'  from  the  end  of  the  pavement  on  the 
west  end  of  the  runway  (representing  Swanzey's 
jurisdictional  limits),  above  an  inclined  plane  of 
20:1  slope. 

(3)  638'  above  sea  level  within  the 
horizontal  surface,  which  is  a  plane  150'  above  the 
established  airport  elevation  of  488'.   This  plane 
is  an  ellipse  formed  by  connecting  the  ends  of  two 
semicircles  having  a  radii  of  10,000'  from  points 
located  200'  beyond  the  ends  of  pavement  on 
centerline  extended  at  each  end  of  runway  02-20. 

(4)  On  the  sides  of  the  landing  strips 
and  approach  areas,  above  an  inclined  plane  of  7 : 1 
slope. 

(5)  Within  the  conical  surface,  which 
is  an  inclined  plane  sloping  upward  at  a  20:1  ratio 
extending  4,000'  outward  from  the  horizontal 
surface. 

b.  Reserved  for  future  landing  areas. 

2 .  Height  Permitted: 

a.  No  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall 
limit  the  height  of  a  structure  or  tree  to  less 
than  30 'above  the  ground  upon  which  it  is  located. 

b.  In  addition  shall  be  in  conformance 
with  SECTION  III — GENERAL  PROVISIONS  APPLICABLE  TO 

30 


ALL  DISTRICTS,  Sub-section  T,  "Height  Regulations" 
of  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  as  amended  March 
10,  1992. 

D.  ALLOWABLE  USES: 

Only  aviation  or  aviation-oriented  businesses 
(as  defined  by  F.A.A.)  shall  be  allowed  to  locate 
on  ai  rport(s ) . 

E.  USE  RESTRICTIONS: 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  the 
Zoning  Ordinance,  no  use  may  be  made  of  the  land 
described  in  section  A-3  hereof  in  such  a  manner  as 
to: 

1.  create  electrical  interference  with  radio 
aids  or  communications  between  the  airport  and 

ai  rcraf t , 

2.  make  it  difficult  for  airmen  to  distinguish 
between  airport  lights  and  others, 

3.  result  in  glare  in  the  eyes  of  the  airmen 
using  the  airport, 

4.  impair  visibility  in  the  vicinity  of  or  on 
the  airport  by  the  creation  and  discharge  of  smoke, 
steam,  dust  or  other  obstructions  to  visibility  or 
otherwise  endanger  the  landing,  taking  off  or 
maneuvering  of  aircraft,  and/or 

5.  otherwise  be  injurious,  obnoxious,  or 
offensive  to  the  neighborhood. 

F.  NONCONFORMING  USES: 


All  airport  zoning  regulations  adopted 
hereunder  shall  be  reasonable,  and  none  shall 
require  the  removal,  lowering  or  other  change  or 
alterations  of  any  structure  or  tree  not  conforming 
to  the  regulations  when  adopted  or  amended,  or 
otherwise  interfere  with  the  continuance  of  any 
nonconforming  use,  except  as  provided  in  RSA 
424:6,1. 

G.   PERMITS.  SITE  PLANS: 

1«   Future  uses:  No  material  change  in 
violation  of  sections  C  and  D  hereof  shall  be  made 
in  the  use  of  land  and  no  structure  or  tree  shall 
be  erected,  altered,  planted  or  otherwise 
established  in  violation  of  section  A-3  hereof 
unless  and  until  a  permit,  site  plan  review,  etc, 
therefore  shall  have  been  applied  for  and  granted 
by  the  Swanzey  Planning  Board  and/or  other 
appropriate  Town  of  Swanzey  official (s)  and/or 
State  and/or  Federal  agency(ies)  vested  with  such 
authority.   Such  application  shall  indicate  the 
purpose  for  which  the  permit  is  desired  with 
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sufficient  particularity  to  permit  it  to  be 
determined  whether  the  resulting  use,  structure,  or 
tree  would  conform  to  the  regulation  herein 
prescribed.   If  such  a  determination  is  in  the 
affirmative,  the  permit  applied  for  shall  be 
granted . 

2.  Existing  uses.   Before  any  existing  use, 
structure  or  tree  may  be  replaced,  substantially 
altered,  repaired,  or  rebuilt,  allowed  to  grow 
higher,  or  replanted,  so  as  to  be  an  airport  hazard 
as  herein  defined,  within  any  of  the  areas  of  land 
described  in  section  A-3  hereof,  a  permit  must  be 
secured  from  the  Swanzey  Planning  Board  and/or  any 
and  all  other  appropriate  agency(ies)  having 
jurisdiction  in  the  matter  authorizing  such 
replacement  change  or  repair,  if  it  is  in  violation 
of  sections  C  and  D  hereof.   No  permit  shall  be 
granted  that  would  allow  the  establishment  or 
creation  of  an  airport  hazard  or  permit  a 
nonconforming  use,  structure  or  tree  to  be  made  or 
become  higher,  or  become  a  greater  hazard  to  air 
navigation,  than  it  was  on  the  effective  date  of 
the  ordinance  or  than  it  is  when  the  application 
for  a  permit  for  replacement,  change,  repair  of 
existing  use,  structure,  or  tree  shall  be  granted. 

3.  If  site  plan,  permit,  etc,  is  not  approved 
by  the  Swanzey  Planning  Board  and/or  other 
appropriate  official (s),  appeal  is  to  the  Swanzey 
Board  of  Adjustment.   (RSA  424:7,111;  RSA  424:8; 
RSA  674:33  and  RSA  676:5,  I-III). 

H.   VARIANCES,  SPECIAL  EXCEPTIONS: 

1.  Any  person  desiring  to  erect  or  install  any 
structure  or  increase  the  height  of  any  structure, 
or  permit  the  growth  of  any  tree,  or  use  his 
property,  not  in  accordance  with  the  regulations 
prescribed  in  this  ordinance,  may  apply  to  the 
Swanzey  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  for  a  variance 
herefrom. 

2.  Any  person  dissatisfied  with  the  denial  of 
a  permit  by  the  Swanzey  Planning  Board  as  provided 
in  sections  G-1  and  G-2  may  appeal  to  said  Board  of 
Adjustment  for  a  variance  and/or  special  exception. 
Such  variance  or  permits  shall  be  allowed  where  a 
literal  application  or  enforcement  of  the 
regulations  would  result  in  practical  difficulty  or 
unnecessary  hardship  and  the  relief  granted  would 
not  be  contrary  to  the  public  interest  but  do 
substantial  justice  and  be  in  accordance  with  the 
spirit  of  this  ordinance. 

I.   HAZARD  MARKING  AND  LIGHTING. 
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Any  permit  or  variance  granted  under  sections  G 
and  H  which  is  deemed  to  be  a  hazard  by  an  action 
of  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  may  require 
the  owner  of  the  tree  or  structure  in  question  to 
permit  the  airport  owner--at  its  expense— to  mark 
and/or  light  said  hazard. 

J .   AIR  RIGHTS  AND  EASEMENTS: 

There  exists  an  airport  potential  obstruction 
zone  (B-9).   Should  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  judge  any  property ( ies )  within  said 
zone  to  have  obstructions  deemed  to  be  a  hazard(s), 
the  FAA  shall  provide  written  documentation, 
demonstration  and  delineation  of  said 
obstruction(s)  to  the  property  owner(s)  of  record. 

1.  If  another  obstruction  which  is  a 
controlling  factor  in  reducing  airport  minima 
cannot  be  cleared  or  reduced,  said  controlling 
obstruction  should  be  reflected  in  any  properly 
prepared  approach  plan  (RSA  424:3)  and  should  also 
be  a  heavily  weighted  factor  in  any  decision  to 
commence  eminent  domain  proceedings.   In  the  matter 
of  airports  and  eminent  domain  see  RSA  423. 

2.  Said  property  owner(s)  shall  have  two 
options  available  to  them  to  resolve  this  issue: 

a.  Sell  their  property  in  its  entirely  to 
the  airport  owner  (the  buyer),  or 

b.  See  avigation  easements  and  obstruction 
removal  rights  to  the  airport  owner. 

K.   COMPENSATION: 


1.   Seller(s)  exercising  option  J-1  above  are 
entitled  to: 

a.  Compensation  at  a  minimum  of  115%  of 
the  highest  of  three  professional/commercial 
appraisals  for  the  land  and  buildings  as  prescribed 
by  Federal  guidelines. 

b.  Relocation  assistance  payment  to  the 
seller  with  $6,000.00  as  the  base  figure,  starting 
with  the  date  of  adoption  of  this  ordinance.   This 
figure  is  to  be  tied  to  the  Consumer  Price  Index 
known  as  CPI-U  (base  as  of  December,  1991)  and 
updated  as  the  index  is  updated. 

c.  Payment  to  the  seller  for  property 
transfer  fees,  title  fees,  recording  fees,  and  any 
and  all  other  costs  associated  with  the  property 
transfer  to  the  buyer  as  actual  out-of-pocket  costs 
to  the  seller  as  allowed  by  RSA  124-A. 

d.  The  monies  in  K-a  and  K-B  above  are  to 
be  paid  to  the  seller  by  the  buyer  at  the  time  of 
property  transfer.   The  monies  in  item  K-c  above 
shall  be  paid  to  the  seller  by  the  buyer  at  the 
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time  the  actual  bills  are  presented  to  the  buyer 
for  payment  or  within  10  (ten)  business  days 
thereof . 

e.  In  addition  to  the  monies  outlined 
above,  per  RSA  124-A:3.  I-III,  reasonable  expenses 
shall  be  paid  to  the  seller  to  reestablish  a 
displaced  farm,  non-profit  organization,  or  small 
business  at  its  new  site,  not  to  exceed  $20,000.00 
in  all.   Payment  to  the  seller  at  the  rate  of 
approximately  one-half  at  the  time  the  business  is 
moved  and  the  remainder  at  the  time  the  new  farm, 
organization  or  businesses  is  reestablished  and 
under  operation.   The  total  payment  is  to  be  at 
actual  cost  to  the  seller. 

f.  Monies  shall  be  paid  to  a  displaced 
tenant  who  actually  and  lawfully  occupied  a 
dwelling  or  apartment  bought  by  the  airport  owner, 
said  occupancy  to  be  at  least  90  (ninety)  days 
prior  to  the  time  of  the  sale  of  the  property. 
Payment  shall  consist  of  an  amount,  not  to  exceed 
$5,000.00  (RSA  124-A:  5),  necessary  to  enable  such 
a  person  to  lease  or  rent  a  comparable  replacement 
dwelling.   Payment  to  the  tenant  to  be  made  at  the 
presentation  of  the  actual  bills  to  the  buyer,  or 
within  10  (ten)  business  days  thereof. 

2.  Seller(s)  exercising  option  J-2  above  are 
entitled  to: 

a.  One  time  compensation  for  the 
devaluation  of  his  property  resulting  from  the 
removal  of  any  structure  or  tree,  said  compensation 
to  be  125%  of  the  highest  of  three 
professional/commercial  appraisals,  and/or 

b.  One  time  compensation  for  the  purchase 
of  avigation  rights  at  110%  of  the  highest  of  the 
three  appraisals  as  prescribed  by  FAA  guidelines. 

3.  An  abutter  to  property  owner(s)  identified 
by  section  J  above  with  easement(s)  purchased 
pursuant  to  section  J-2,  may  at  their  own  expense 
hire  an  independent  professional/commercial 
appraiser  to  prove  any  alleged  devaluation  of 
property  value(s)  resultant  from  any  and  all  work 
done  on  the  abutting  property  pursuant  to  section 
J-2  of  this  ordinance.   It  is  incumbent  upon  the 
aggrieved  party  (abutter)  to  prove  devaluation. 
Such  proven  devaluation  shall  be  subject  to  proper 
and  just  compensation  per  this  ordinance,  including 
the  actual  cost  of  the  appraisal,  by  the  airport 
owner. 

4.  The  Town  of  Swanzey  shall  receive  annual 
reimbursement  from  the  airport  owner  for  any  loss 
of  tax  revenues  resulting  from  any  and  all  actions 
taken  pursuant  to  section  I,  J,  L  and/or  any  other 
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section(s)  of  this  ordinance  and/or  State  law, 
whether  said  action(s)  be  intentional  or  through 
negl i  gence. 

L.   MAINTENANCE: 

Having  purchased  avigation  easement(s)  and/or 
obstruction  removal  rights  from  the  property  owner, 
the  airport  owner,  only  after  giving  reasonable 
written  notice  {ten  (10)  business  days}  to  the 
property  owner,  any  and  all  lessees  and  the  Town's 
governing  body,  shall,  upon  entering  said  private 
property  for  the  purpose  of  property  maintenance  as 
stipulated  in  easement  and/or  removal  rights 
agreement,  be  responsible  for  any  and  all  damages 
caused  by  this  action  except  for  the  actual  removal 
of  the  obstructions.   Any  and  all  debris,  caused  by 
this  action,  shall  be  completely  removed  from  the 
premises  within  five  (5)  business  days,  and  the 
removal  areas  shall  be  landscaped  and  reseeded  as 
soon  as  practical  or  no  later  than  six  (6)  months. 
The  airport  owner  or  his  agents  or  assigns  shall 
promptly  vacate  the  private  property  as  soon  as 
practical  after  the  work  is  completed.   In  the 
event  of  damage  to  the  private  property  by  the 
airport  owner,  his  agents  or  assigns,  said  airport 
owner,  at  his  own  expense  shall  cause  the  damage  to 
be  promptly  repaired  to  the  property  owner's 
satisfaction. 

M.   ZONE  MAPS: 

1.   A  copy  of  the  Airport  Layout  Map  dated 
February,  1990,  and  modified  per  this  ordinance, 
shall  become  part  of  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of 
Swanzey.   The  airport  owner  shall  be  responsible 
for  providing  updated  maps  as  changes  are  made. 

Amendment  #3.   Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of 
Amendment  #3  as  proposed  by  petition  for  the 
Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance.   This  amendment  is  placed 
on  the  warrant  with  Planning  Board  approval. 

To  extend  the  Residential  District  on  the  East 
side  of  Whitcomb  Road  in  Swanzey,  starting  at  the 
existing  Northern  boundaries  of  the  Residential 
District  which  follows  Carlton  Road  700'  East  of 
Whitcomb  Road.   The  new  district  boundary  would  go 
approximately  700'  in  a  Northerly  direction 
paralleling  the  Whitcomb  Road  to  the  Southern  line 
of  Tax  Map  23,  Lot  2.

Road.   This  area  already  has  14  one-acre  lots.

thereon.

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Swanzey, 
New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1992,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon 
dated  January  27,  1993. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Swanzey,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1992,  we  considered  its 
internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of 
expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  assur- 
ance on  the  internal  control  structure. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Swanzey,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for  establish- 
ing and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and 
judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of 
internal  control  structure  policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an  internal  control  struc- 
ture are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets  are 
safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  execut- 
ed in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  prepa- 
ration of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 
Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  internal  control  structure,  errors  or  irregularities  may 
nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  structure  to 
future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes 
in  conditions  or  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operation  of  policies  and  procedures 
may  deteriorate. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  report,  we  have  classified  the  significant  internal  control  struc- 
ture policies  and  procedures  in  the  following  categories. 

Budget 

Cash  and  investments 

Revenue  and  receivables 

Expenditures  for  goods  and  services 

and  accounts  payable 
Payroll  and  related  liabilities 
Debt  and  debt  service  expenditures 
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For  all  of  the  control  categories  listed  above,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of  the 
design  of  relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed  in  operation,  and 
we  assessed  control  risk. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all 
matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  material  weaknesses  under  standards 
established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  A  material  weakness  is 
a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control 
structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities 
in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  being 
audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal 
course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  We  noted  no  matters  involving  the  internal 
control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we  consider  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defined 
above. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  However,  this 
report  is  a  matter  of  public  record  and  its  distribution  is  not  limited.

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SWANZEY  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

This  has  been  a  progressive  year  for  the  police 
department.   Our  full  time  staffing  has  been  completed,  we  an 
currently  providing  coverage  24  hours/day,  7  days  a  week,  and 
we  have  improved  upon  the  investigations  and 
records/statistics  keeping  areas  within  the  department. 

The  trend  in  the  crime  rate  is  leaning  towards  the  more 
violent  crimes,  those  of  assault  (both  physical  and  sexual), 
domestic  disturbances,  and  criminal  mischief  (destruction  of 
property).   The  statistics  are  a  little  misleading  in  that 
they  reflect  only  13  felony  arrests  they  actually  involved 
almost  30  filed  charges.   Some  of  the  misdeameanor  arrests 
also  involved  multiple  charges.   These  statistics  are  depictei 
throughout  the  region. 

I  would  personally  like  to  thank  the  Community,  the  Boar 
of  Selectmen,  the  Administrative  Assistant,  and  all  the 
Department  Heads  for  their  cooperation,  assistance,  and  advic< 
through  my  initial  year.   We  are  fortunate  as  a  community  to 
have  such  a  cohesive  governmental  unit,  a  luxury  to  which  mos' 
other  communities  only  aspire. 

The  Swanzey  Police  Department  also  thanks  the  members  of 
the  Swanzey  Fire  Department  (all  3  companies),  the  Swanzey 
Rescue  Teams,  and  the  Keene  Ambulance  crews  for  their  support 
and  professional  expertise,  all  have  been  great  to  work  with.

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SWANZEY  FIRE  DEPT 

The  year  1992  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Fire 
Department  with  eight  building  fires  during  the  year,  several 
still  under  investigation  as  well  as  approximately  four 
hundred  rescue  calls. 

This  year's  Firemens'  Convention  was  held  in  Exeter,  New 
Hampshire,  where  we  represented  the  town  in  September.   The 
best  appearing  apparatus  in  the  State  was  awarded  to  the  West 
Company  with  the  1991  piece  purchased  last  year. 

The  remainder  of  the  year  was  taken  up  by  projects  such 
as  the  approach  in  front  of  the  East  Station,  refurbishing  a 
pumper  in  the  Center  Station  and  various  other  odds  and  ends 
that  the  personnel  accomplished  around  the  stations.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 

Winters  seem  to  continue  the  recent  trend,  with  little  snow,  and 
much  rain.  We  save  on  snowplow  blades,  but  use  more  sand  and  salt; 
and  also  experience  frozen  culverts  and  ditches. 

No  snow  enabled  us  to  complete  the  widening  project  of  Cramm  Hill 
Road.  Considerable  blasting,  a  lot  of  bank  run  gravel,  and  rented 
equipment  pushed  the  cost  over  the  estimate,  but  we  wound  up  with  a 
road  we  can  maintain,  and  it  is  much  safer  for  everyone  who  uses  it. 

Spring  brings  us  general  sweeping  sand,  raking  leaves,  cleaning 
ditches  and  catch  basins,  and  grading  dirt  roads  again.  We  applied 
calcium  chloride  to  some  of  the  dirt  roads,  and  dust  control  agent 
("lestoil")  to  others,  which  gives  us  compaction,  thereby  cutting  down 
on  potholes  and  regrading. 

We  rebuilt  a  short  section  of  the  original  Whitcomb  Road,  and 
chip  sealed  it  in  its  entirety;  along  with  the  Ash  Hill  Road,  Base 
Hill  Road,  Eaton  Road,  Oliver  Hill  Road,  Hale  Hill  Road,  Old  Richmond 
Road,  Blake  Road,  and  Goodale  Avenue.  Oliver  Hill  Road  was  also 
shimmed  with  hot  asphalt  pavement  prior  to  the  chip  seal. 

Brush  cutting  seems  to  be  never  ending,  and  we  spent  many  hours 
on  Marcy  Hill  Road,  and  Eaton  Road  doing  this. 

We  ditched,  and  reset  most  of  the  driveway  culverts  on  the  upper 
side  of  Marcy  Hill  Road,  which  served  to  relieve  the  need  for  thawing, 
and  fighting  ice  build-up. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  State  of  NH  DOT;  (purchasing  the 
required  pipe)  we  constructed  approximately  300  feet  of  storm  drain, 
and  three  catch  basins  along  Rt.  32,  which  will  alleviate  flooding  on 
N.  Pine  Street,  and  came  in  well  under  budget. 

Stealing  of  street  signs  seems  to  be  in  remission,  at  least  for 
awhile.  We  designed  our  own  brackets,  which  may  help  to  deter  this. 

Speaking  of  signs;  the  Oak  Hill  Cemetery  sign  is  back  up,  which 
was  very  nicely  restored  by  Bonnie  Bedaw. 

We  don't  get  bored  doing  the  same  thing  all  the  time.  We  did  the 
excavating  and  site  work  for  the  Town  Hall  renovation,  as  well  as 
constructing  the  new  septic  system,  building  the  handicap  ramp,  tree 
removal,  flagpole  removal;  the  flagpoles  were  "vandal-proofed",  by  the 
manufacturer  in  Fitzwilliam  after  thieves  cut  the  flags  down.  Thanks 
to  Bob  Alexander  for  his  help  in  transporting  and  resetting  them. 

Our  new  dump  truck  was  proudly  on  display  at  the  Old  Home  Day 
parade.  Much  sweat  and  elbow  grease  was  put  into  "spit  shining"  it  by 
Bonnie  and  Ann  Bedaw. 

New  over-head  doors  were  installed  at  the  Highway  Barn,  which 
should  help  greatly  to  economize  the  heat.

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RECYLING  CENTER 

1992  continued  the  forward  motion  of  your  Recycling  Center. 
Recycled  materials  increased  by  40  tons  while  non-recyclable 
waste  dropped  by  about  the  same,  giving  Swanzey  a  near  40% 
recycling  rate. 

Markets  remained  poor  during  the  year  with  no  immediate 
upswing  anticipated  for  1993.   We  are  still  finding  a  "good 
home"  for  all  of  our  recyclables  but  it  has  been  taking  more 
time  and  effort  to  move  the  product.   Again,  as  markets 
change,  we  may  have  to  ask  you  to  change  what  to  recycle  or 
how  to  sort.   We  will  make  as  few  changes  as  possible  and  ask 
for  your  continued  cooperation. 

During  the  past  year  we  purchased  2  storage  trailers  which 
have  added  capacity,  reduced  handling  time,  and  has  enabled 
us  to  ship  more  marketable  quantities. 

For  1993,  we  plan  to  add  a  formal  composting  area  to  take 
advantage  of  the  value  of  your  yard  waste.   In  addition,  we 
hope  to  be  able  to  pave  the  active  areas  of  the  center  in 
response  to  your  numerous  concerns  about  dust,  safety,  and 
tire  damage.

They  also  approved  6  site  plans  and  several  home 
occupations.   They  also  issued  one  excavation 
permit  under  RSA  155E. 

All  the  amendments  to  the  zoning  ordinance  proposed 
by  the  Planning  Board  were  adopted  at  town  meeting 
in  March,  including  a  change  in  the  sign  ordinance 
and  the  adoption  of  the  B.O.C.A.  code.   Glen  Hurd 
resigned  from  the  board  because  of  personal 
commitments,  and  David  Osgood  was  appointed  to 
fill  his  seat.   David  Krish  was  appointed  as  an 
alternate.   Margaret  Lynott  was  elected  Chairman 
and  William  O'Meara,  Vice  Chairman. 

As  the  planning  process  is  an  ongoing  one  and 
effects  all  the  citizens  of  Swanzey,  it  is  our  hope 
that  the  newly  elected  board  will  continue  to 
welcome  participation  from  all  the  citizens  of 
Swanzey.

A  total  of  115  permits  were  issued  in  1992,  an  increase  of 
26%  from  the  previous  year.   The  total  value  of  construction 
increased  by  46%.   The  average  cost  of  a  new  residence 
decreased  from  approximately  $100,700.  to  $64,000.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Swanzey  Conservation  Commission  is  comprised  of  six 
members  and  one  alternate.   The  purpose  of  the  Commission  is 
the  promotion  and  development  of  our  natural  resources  and 
protection  of  our  watershed  resources. 

Our  board  has  worked  closely  with  local,  county  and 
state  officials  in  promoting  and  protecting  our  natural 
resources.   We  have  been  updating  our  wetlands  inventory  with 
national  wetlands  inventory  maps.   The  Commission,  along  with 
the  Land  Conservation  Investment  Program  (LCIP),  has  worked 
on  drawing  up  trails  and  land  usage  plans  for  the  properties 
on  Mount  Cresson  and  Honey  Hill.   We  have  continued  our 
recommendation  that  the  Ashuelot  River  be  placed  in  the  River 
Protection  Program. 

We  continue  with  our  regular  task  of  reviewing  all 
dredge  and  fill  permits,  working  as  consultants  to  the 
Planning  Board  and  Board  of  Adjustment  with  environmental 
issues  surrounding  development.   The  Ashuelot  River  remains  a 
focus  for  protection  and  enhancement  as  a  resource  for 
Swanzey  residents. 

As  open  areas  and  wetlands  become  subject  to  changes,  we 
hope  to  provide  input  and  planning  to  maintaining  them  at 
their  best  potential  in  light  of  resource  management.   With 
this  has  come  an  increased  awareness  of  Swanzey 's 
interrelation  to  the  region,  especially  in  terms  of  water 
resources.

With  the  consent  of  the  Swanzey  Conservation  Commission, 
the  LCIP  Task  Force  continues  as  a  functioning  committee,  to 
oversee  the  design  and  administration  of  management  plans  for 
the  four  LCIP  parcels  reported  in  the  1991  Annual  Report. 
The  LCIP  task  force  reports  to,  and  cooperates  with,  the 
Conservation  Commission  in  all  regards  to  the  above. 

Swanzey  LCIP  parcels  were  among  those  featured  with 
field  trips  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society  for  the 
Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests  in  October  1992. 

Visitors  saw  the  following  developments 

*  The  Honey  Hill  site  now  has  professionally  cut  trails, 
with  bridges  and  lookouts,  thanks  to  the  continued  generosity 
of  the  donating  landowners,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Griffin  Stabler. 

*  The  Carpenter/French  site  (Mt.  Cresson)  was  maintained 
and  inventoried  by  both  committees  twice  in  1992;  a 
management  plan  has  been  adopted  for  the  parcel;  it  is  also 
serving  as  a  field  site  for  the  study  of  the  hemlock  looper 
by  the  NH  Dept.  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development. 

*  The  Muster  property  now  has  a  footbridge  connecting  it 
to  the  adjacent  SPNHF  parcel ,  constructed  as  an  Eagle  Scout 
project  by  Scott  Stepenuck. 

*  The  parcel  at  the  Swanzey  Lake  dam  is  now  marked  with 
an  official  LCIP/Trust  for  NH  Lands  sign  (as  is  the  Muster 
si te) . 

Projects  scheduled  for  1993  include  publishing  a 
brochure  for  the  parcels,  which  will  include  historical  and 
natural  descriptions,  as  well  as  maps,  and  the  continuing 
maintenance  and  inventorying  of  these  choice  conservation 
assets.   The  LCIP  task  force  welcomes  additional  members,  and 
remains  open  to  negotiating  conservation  easements  or 
donations  of  land  which  might  be  added  to  the  conservation 
inventory  of  the  Town  of  Swanzey.

SWANZEY  MUSEUM 

The  theme  at  the  Swanzey  Museum,  for  1992,  was  "Swanzey  -  Past 
and  Present".  Our  exhibits  were  a  combination  of  locally  made  items, 
memorabilia  from  different  organizations  and  items  from  private 
collections. 

We  displayed  hand-forged  pieces  by  Scott  Self,  wooden  bowls  and 
birdhouses  by  Ken  Greatbatch,  baskets  from  Smeads,  Old  Homestead 
memorabilia,  antique  doll  carriages,  courtesy  of  the  Antiquarian, 
Indian  artifacts  -  loaned  anonymously  and  a  display  from  New  England 
Label.  There  was  also  a  tribute  to  the  Drum  Corp,  Fire  Department  and 
Baptist  Church,  who  observed  their  200th  anniversary.  There  were  also 
several  sport  pictures  and  some  memorabilia  of  the  late  Ernie  Lind. 

There  were  also  rotating  exhibits,  featuring  Story  Book  Dolls 
from  the  collection  of  Lizzie  Woods,  Pam  and  Chris*  Russell  again 
loaned  three  interesting  exhibits.  The  first  was  to  observe  the  300th 
anniversary  of  the  Salem  witchcraft  trials,  the  second  was  on  Peter 
Rabbit,  and  the  Third  a  novelty  exhibit  of  Halloween  items. 

Whenever  possible  we  try  to  help  in  the  community.  We  have 
assisted  those  doing  research,  put  a  special  display  at  the  Stratton 
Free  Library,  submitted  pictures  for  the  Vermont  Yankee  Nuclear  Power 
Calendar.  We  also  lend  our  facility  to  those  who  wish  to  hold 
meetings,  and  we  have  been  open  evenings  by  special  requests.  All 
programs  presented  are  free  to  the  public. 

In  September  we  had  the  Bell  Tower  dedication.  The  tower,  which 
was  donated  by  Gordon  Brown,  was  built  by  Scott  Self.  For  this  event 
we  were  hosts  to  196  guests,  from  seven  states  and  fifteen  New 
Hampshire  towns.  Afterwards  a  scrapbook  was  prepared  with  pictures, 
newspaper  clippings,  sketches,  etc.  Material  used  by  our  Guest 
Speaker  -  Stacey  Cole  -  was  reprinted  (with  permission)  in  the  weekly 
historical  column  of  the  Sentinel  which  is  written  by  David  Proper. 

In  October  there  was  an  organ  recital,  with  five  local  organists 
playing  a  wide  variety  of  music.  The  organ  is  1915  and  donated  by  the 
Westport  Methodist  Church.  Also  featured  were  two  musical  selections 
by  'George  Stratton  -  a  local  musician  who  wrote  several  operettas. 
The  following  week  there  was  a  slide  presentation  by  Frank  Worcester, 
who  showed  slides  of  the  American  Northwest.  History  buffs  had  a 
chance  to  see  actual  scenes  of  old  forts,  western  museums  and  much 
more.  Both  programs  were  very  well  received. 

Another  item  on  permanent  display  is  a  Silas  Parsons 
grandfather's  clock,  built  here  in  Swanzey  in  the  early  1800's. 

Events  at  the  Museum  have  received  good  publicity.  In  addition 
to  the  Sentinel,  our  events  have  been  written  about  in  the  Manchester 
Union-Leader,  Boston  Sunday  Globe,  and  we  were  also  listed  in  the 
book,  "New  Hampshire  -  Off  the  Beaten  Path"  by  Stillman  and  Barbara 
Rogers. 
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A  financial  gift  early  this  summer  enabled  us  to  purchase  a  copy 
machine  that  has  proven  to  be  very  beneficial. 

We  are  still  adding  to  our  post  card  album.  This  fall  we 
received  a  number  of  Civil  War  letters  in  excellent  condition  that 
make  very  interesting  reading. 

We  continue  to  sell  mugs  for  the  Old  Homestead  Association, 
magnets  and  covered  bridge  prints  -  suitable  for  framing.  We  do 

receive  a  percentage  for  these  items. 

When  we  closed  in  October  it  was  the  end  of  our  fifth  year.  We 
have  received  nearly  8,600  visitors  from  110  New  Hampshire  towns,  20 
foreign  countries,  territories,  islands,  etc.,  and  49  of  our  fifty 
states. 

Our  sincere  thanks  to  each  and  everyone  who  has  helped  make  this 
possible.

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SEWER  COMMISSION  REPORT 

During  1992  there  were  a  number  of  developments  effecting  the  West 
Swanzey  Sewer  System. 

Sixteen  new  users  were  added  to  the  system  and  the  Winchester  Street 
Main  was  extended  850  feet. 

New  State  testing  requirements  were  enacted  during  1992  which  will 
substantially  increase  testing  costs  during  1993. 

The  electric  rate  increase  and  additional  aeration  requirements  will 
increase  electricity  costs  an  estimated  20  percent  +\-  in  1993. 

During  the  1991  audit  the  Town  Auditors  felt  that  as  the  plant  ages, 
the  amount  put  into  Capital  Reserve  should  be  increased.  This 
increase  in  1993  will  be  from  $3500.  to  $5000. 

Also  during  1993  the  Commission  will  begin  to  put  our  budget  on  a  pay 
as  you  go  basis  rather  than  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  revenues  as 
in  past  years.  To  accomplish  this  the  surplus  from  1992  will  not  be 
applied  to  the  1993  rate.  Although  this  will  increase  the  user  fee  in 
the  short  term,  it  will  result  in  a  savings  to  the  town  in  the  long 
term. 

These  developments  will  push  user  fees  beyond  the  $100.00  mark  for  the 
first  time.  However,  even  with  this  increase  the  rates  in  Swanzey  are 
still  in  the  bottom  quarter  of  the  range  statewide.

MINUTES  OF  ANNUAL  MEETING 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Swanzey  Water  and  Fire 
Precinct  was  duly  called  and  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on  March  17, 
1992,  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Mark  Lawrence,  the 
Moderator. 

Mr.  Lawrence  read  the  warrant  for  the  meeting  and  the  return 
of  posting  thereon. 

Under  Article  1  -  On  motion  of  A.C.  Lerandeau,  seconded  by 
Wallace  Yardley,  Mark  Lawrence  was  nominated  for  the  position  of 
Moderator.  There  being  no  other  nominations,  by  voice  vote,  Mark 
Lawrence  was  declared  duly  elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Under  Article  1  -  On  motion  of  Barry  Yardley,  seconded  by 
Wallace  Yardley,  Robert  Cornwell  was  nominated  for  three  years  as 
Commissioner  of  the  Precinct. 

On  motion  of  Bill  Hubbard,  seconded  by  Kenneth  Colby,  Robert 
DeRocher  was  nominated  as  Commissioner  of  the  Precinct  for  three 
years.  An  election  was  held  by  paper  ballot  and  Robert  Cornwell 
was  elected  Commissioner  of  the  Precinct  for  three  years  and  the 
oath  of  office  was  administered. 

On  motion  of  Barry  Yardley,  seconded  by  Wallace  Yardley, 
Irene  Underwood  was  nominated  as  Treasurer  for  the  Precinct. 
There  being  no  other  nominations,  by  voice  vote,  Irene  Underwood 
was  declared  duly  elected  and  subsequently  took  the  oath  of 
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office. 

On  motion  of  Gus  Lerandeau,  seconded  by  Wallace  Yardley, 
Elizabeth  Colby  was  nominated  Secretary  for  the  term  of  one  year. 
The  motion  carried  and  Elizabeth  Colby  was  duly  elected.   She 
subsequently  took  the  oath  of  office. 

On  motion  of  Wallace  Yardley,  seconded  by  A.C.  Lerandeau, 
James  Devine  was  nominated  as  Auditor  for  the  term  of  one  year. 
The  mother  carried  and  James  Devine  was  duly  elected.   He 
subsequently  took  the  oath  of  office. 

Under  Article  2  -  On  motion  of  A.C.  Lerandeau,  seconded  by 
E.  Colby,  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  accept  the  Article  as  read, 
and  to  authorize  the  Commissioners  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  ensuing  year  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Under  Article  3  -  The  budget  for  the  year  1992  was  read,  item 
by  item,  and,  on  motion  of  Bob  Cornwell,  seconded  by  Barry 
Yardley,  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  accept  the  budget  as  read. 
The  total  budget,  $  110,780  was  then  voted  on  and  passed  by  a 
majority  vote. 

Under  Article  4  -  On  motion  of  A.C.  Lerandeau,  seconded  by  E. 
Colby,  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $  15,000  to  be  placed  in  a  capital  reserve  fund  to  be 
established  for  the  upgrading  of  precinct  water  lines,  and 
authorize  the  Commissioners  of  the  Precinct  as  agents  to  expend 
the  fund. 

Under  Article  5  -  On  motion  of  Gus  Lerandeau,  seconded  by 
Bob  Cornwell,  the  motion  to  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting  passed. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Glen  Page  of  Route  12,  North  Swanzey,  to 
ask  town  attorney  to  check  the  legalities  of  using  general 
taxation  for  the  support  of  water  use  in  the  portions  of  North 
Swanzey  on  Route  12.  Mr.  Page  also  wanted  the  precinct  boundaries 
checked  with  the  maps  for  the  precinct  to  determine  whether  they 
could  be  expanded. 

The  conclusions  of  a  Water  Study  prepared  by  Bruce  Lewis  and 
Company  was  reviewed  by  Commissioner  Gus  Lerandeau  and  questions 
regarding  the  study  were  answered.  The  study  recommended  that  the 
Precinct  continue  to  purchase  water  from  the  City  of  Keene  for  the 
time  being. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  meeting, 
on  motion  of  Gus  Lerandeau,  seconded  by  Mark  Lawrence  it  was 
unanimously  voted  to  adjourn.

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THOMPSON  BRIDGE  REHABILITATION 
PROGRESS  AND  STATUS  REPORT 
February  12,  1993 

After  gradually  increasing  deterioration  required  the  closing 
of  the  Thompson  Covered  Bridge  in  1990,  Swanzey  conctracted  to  have 
a  preliminary  investigation  and  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
rehabilitation  performed.   Subsequently  in  1992,  the  Town  voted  to 
repair  the  bridge  and  approved  a  budget  cost  of  $  500,000.   In  May 
1992,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  Dion  Engineering,  Inc.  to  provide 
the  design,  plans,  specifications,  bidding  assistance  and 
construction  review  at  a  total  cost  of  $70,600.  Topographic  survey 
and  final  investigation  and  examination  of  the  bridge  was  conducted 
in  June  and  July  and  the  design,  plans  and  specifications  were 
completed  in  September  1992.  Bids  were  received  from  three  pre- 
qualified  bridge  contractors  and  a  contract  was  awarded  to  Wright 
Construction  Co.  of  Mt.   Holly,  Vermont,  with  authorization  to 
proceed  September  22,  1992. 

Construction  began  in  October  1992  with  relocation  of  utility 
lines,  stripping  of  the  deck  and  skirting  and  removing  sidewalks, 
and  shoring  and  jacking  the  trusses  to  allow  their  reconstruction. 
Removal  of  the  decking  and  skirting  made  possible  additional 
detailed  examination  of  the  structure  and  re-examination  by 
engineers  discussed  additional  deterioration  not  previously 
observable.  In  anticipation  of  this,  unit  prices  to  cover 
anticipated  "extra"  work  were  solicited  from  the  bidders. 

Timber  shipments  of  special  lumber  (pressure  treated  southern 
yellow  pine  -P.T.S.Y.P.)  arrived  January  6,  1993,  and  the  actual 
structural  work  began  in  earnest,  with  engineers  providing  periodic 
on  site  review  and  documentation  .  Removal  of  scheduled  structural 
members  disclosed  more  deterioration  requiring  the  removal  of 
additional  members.  Truss  repairs  are  approximately  60%  completed 
(as  of  2/21/93).  Additional  lumber  has  been  ordered,  but  because 
of  its  "special"  nature  (high  quality  pressure  treated  southern 
yellow  pine  of  large  size)  is  not  expected  on  site  until  the  end  of 
February.  It  is  anticipated  that  truss  repairs  will  be  completed 
by  the  end  of  March. 

Additional  member  replacement  required  has  been  greater  than 
anticipated  due  to  unobservable  hidden  rot  between  members.  The 
resulting  increase  in  cost  has  consumed  approximately  80%  of  the 
contingency  dollars  available  in  the  budget.  Some  anticipated 
savings  in  the  cost  of  abutment  and  pier  work  to  be  performed  under 
an  "allowance"  in  the  contract  may  release  some  additional 
contingency  money.  If  there  is  sufficient  money  available  as  the 
project  approaches  completion  a  forest  green  standing  seam  metal 
roofing  may  be  substituted  for  the  specified  asphalt  shingle  roof 
included  in  the  contract  price.  The  metal  roof  would  have  an 
estimated  life  of  40  to  50  years  which  is  double  that  of  the 
shingle  roof  and  would  cost  approximately  $6,000  extra. 
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As  of  the  middle  of  February  1993,  the  additional  members 
replaced  and  anticipated  to  be  replaced  in  the  trusses,  as  provided 
for  in  the  contract  documents  has  totaled  approximately  4,704  board 
fee  and  at  the  contract  unit  price  of  $5/b.f.,  the  "extra  cost"  is 
$  23,520  to  date.  The  decision  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  award 
the  contact  based  on  lowest  anticipated  "total  cost"  rather  than  on 
lowest  "base  bid"  alone  has  resulted  in  a  savings  to  the  Town  of 
approximately  $40,000  to  date. 

With  the  exception  of  a  three  week  delay  in  beginning 
construction  (as  a  result  of  delay  by  the  utility  company  in  moving 
a  pole  and  wires),  the  project  has  proceeded  smoothly  and  is 
expected  to  be  essentially  complete  in  July  1993.  Contract 
completion  date  is  October  31,  1993.  Some  additional  delay  has 
been  occasioned  by  the  need  to  reorder  additional  special  timbers 
for  the  truss  repairs,  however  unless  "ice-out"  in  the  river  comes 
very  early,  truss  reconstruction  should  be  completed  in  time  to 
remove  the  temporary  shoring  and  foundations  without  having  to 
contend  with  the  hazard  of  drift  ice. 

Wright  Construction  Company  has  demonstrated  special 
cooperation,  diligence,  care  and  competence  in  pursuing  this 
project  and  it  is  anticipated  that  when  reconstruction  is 
completed,  the  Town  will  have  a  bridge  equal  in  quality  to  the 
original  bridge  and  with  greater  load  carrying  capacity. 

As  of  January  31,  1993,  payments  to  the  Contractor  for  work 
completed  and  materials  purchased  and  stored  total  $162,275,  and 
the  construction  is  approximately  40%  complete.  Work  on  the 
trusses  for  the  easterly  span  will  be  completed  by  mid-February 
1993  allowing  partial  removal  of  shoring  to  accommodate  ice-out,  if 
necessary.  The  westerly  span  trusses  are  approximately  50% 
completed  awaiting  arrival  of  additional  timber  shipments.   It  is 
anticipated  that  construction  will  be  completed  in  July  1993.
